They occupied themselves with life 
savirg aud rescued many women from the 
upper stories with their ladders. 

THE LOSS OF LIFE. 

The loss of life was greatly increased by 
the panic which prevailed among the inmates 
of the building. Many women jumped from 
the upper stories before the flames reached 
them and without waiting for the‘firemens’ lad- 
ders, which were even then being raised to 
them. Some were seen to jump frem the 


windows into the burning debris. A 
number of men were at work upon 
the wall which collapsed, and not 
any oi these have been seen. Ten working 


girls hgve not been accounted for. The janitor 
of the building was killed within its walls, 
after he had given the alarm and returned to 
helv seve life. Four firemen were caught under 
one of the falling walls, but were dug out 
alive end will probably recover, though badly 


injure The fire chief expresses the opinion 
that twenty-five or more persons are under the 
wreck, dead. Three bodies have been

SHORT ON TRIAL. 


Captain Phelan Places Three Pistols onthe 
Judge’s Desk, 

New York, Mey 5.—The trial of Richard 
Short, forthe attempted killing of Captain 
Phelan, was continued to-day. The court 
room was crowded with police and people. 
Short eat behind his counsel. Lawyer Moran, 
who was sent to England by the dynamiters 
to work upevidence in favor of Patrick O’- 
Donnell, who was tried and finally executed 
in London for the killing of James 
Carey, the Irish informer, watched the case 
closely, and conversed with the prisoner and 
his counsel.

THE LEMONT STRIKERS. 


THE ILLINOIS MINERS IN AN AN’: 
GRY MOOD, 


An Inquest Over the Bodies of the Dead Rioters— 
The Governor Refusesto Let the Volunteers 
Teatify—The Coroner Ordered Off the 
Grounds—Strikers Elsewhere. 


Lemont, lil, May 5.—The night passed 
quietly, with the exception of ore shot fired 
by sentry at the strikers, who had refused to 
halt when ordered to do so. This morning 
Barney Drake, foreman at Walker’s quarry, 
was stoned by two strikers while going to 
hiswork. One man was promptly arrested 
by the local authorites. 

The city has been sullenly sllent this morn- 
ing. The troops remain at theircampon the 
bluff overlooking the city, having pitched 
their tents for an indefinite stay. They are 
pretty well tired out after three days’ hard 
work of marching and pitching tents and the 
fighting of Saturday and yesterday. The. 
camp guard and picket line were established 
last night. The camp was aroused at about 2 
o’clock by the firing of a gun of one of the 
pickets. who had ordered an intruder, who 
was approaching the camp, to halt. 

Several of the strikers stoned the foreman 
et work inone of the quarries, and one of 
them was afterwards arrested by the city 
marshal. Two officers, who went to the tele- 
graph office to telegraph for supplies for the 
troops, were subjected to some insults by the 
crowds, but were not molested. The coroner 
endeavored to secure the presence of some of 
the soldiers at the inquest but the commander 
refused to permit it without an order from the 
governor. 

The coroner’s jury, acting in the case of the 
persons killed in the riot yesterday,after hear- 
ing the testimony of two witnesses, relatives 
ot the deceased, adjourned to 10 o’clock to- 
morrow. The witnesses being Poles, the testi- 
mony was meager, and as it came from an in- 
terpreter, was considerably garbled. The 
deputy sheriils will testify to-morrow. A dis- 
patch received from the governor by Adjutant 
General’ Vance, in rejation to the military 
being allowed to testify, must 
have been adverse, as the coroner’s 
deputy, who went to the camp with sub- 
penas for the cflicers was politely requested 
to leave the grounds if he persisted in serving 
the documents. Very little excitement is here 
to-day, although quite a crowd gathered ia 
the sircets.

| ENGLAND'S DEFEAT. 


THE CHAGRIN OF THE ENGLISH 
PAPERS OVER THE RESULT. 


Russia Looked Upon as Having Won by Diplomacy 
Whst B8he Could Not Have Secured by arms— 
Comments of the Press—The Latest 
Events in the Old World, 


Lonpox, May 5.—The Standard repeats the 
statement that the king of Denmark will prob- 
ably be accepted by Russia and England to 
arbitrate upon the queston of the violation of 
the egreement of March 17th. 

The Post, in an editorial this morning, says: 


“The mere humiliation, when they crowd so 
thickly on us, would be of little moment if there- 
by we avoided war, but even if the frontier ques- 
tion is settled, the inevitable confiict will onfy be 
postponed for a brief period,’’ 

The Standard says editorially: 

‘Karl Granville throws upthe sponge in tha 
most artistic manner. We bave no doubt tnat 
when the British empire perishes, it too will have 
learned to die aesthetically. It remains to be seen 
how much life there is in it yet. The 
only  rerions matter is Lumsden, 
whom all Asia islaughiug at. We are unable to 
say What will become oi him. Wili hebe able to 
Teport the severity of the weather, the sharpness 
of the Russian sabres, the fineness of Russian 
humer? Atany rate, he has not surrendered the 
frontier. That is left to negotiation, 

RUSSIAN GLEE OVER THE RESULT, 

The St. Petersburg Nove Vremya aays it is 

evidentthat the English cabinet is content 


, with much less than when they hurled their 


thunderbolts around on account of the battle 
of Daskkepri. The question, however, will 
never be settled until the dominions of the 
czar and those of the queen are contermizous. 

The Times in an editorial gays: 

“There is little to be thankful for, except the 
fact that war has been avcided ata price which, 
as yet, we are unable to calculate with precision, 
as it is, dependent upon the Russian govern- 
ment’s ability to curb-the aggressive spirit of the 
militery party. 

The moderate papers and the public in gen- 
eral, are inclined to approve the present plan 
of settlement, as it will allow England time in 
which to put herarmy,and navy in perfect 
fighting order for the fihal struggle which the 
majority believe to be certain to occur. The 
only fear expressed is that the government 
cannot sulliciently bind Russia to a solemn 
agreement not to advance beyond the frontier 
which, when settled, is expected to leave Zul- 
ficar snd Maruchak within the Afghan lines. 

There is a sudden subsidence of the reports 
in the papers of armaments both here and in 
Russia, but preparations will be probably con- 
tinued on both sides. They will be less hur- 
ried, but for that very reason will be contin- 
ued on @ more solid footing. 

The Standard, commenting on Gladstone’s 
speech in the house of commons last evening 
on ihe Afghan question, says: 

No coubt is now entertained that the arrange- 
ment hetween Enciand and Russia includes the 
surrender of Penjdeh to Russia. 

it is rumorea on the stock exchange that 
Earl Dufierin has resigned the office of vice- 
roy of India. 

The Globe of to-day says the so-called ad- 
justment ot the Anglo-Russian dispute is a 
poor shift, which amounts practically to noth- 
ing more then a truce for averting a collision, 
and which will result’ in nothing but the 
transfer of the difficulty from Gladstone’s 
shoulders to those of his successor. 

In the house of commons this afternoon Mr. 
Gladstone, in answer to questions, stated that 
Sir Peter Lumsden, British Afghan boundary 
commissioner, and Colonel Stewart had been 
ordered to come home immediately. 

Mr. Giadetone was asked how it was 
that while Peter Lumsden ‘was recalled from 
the Afghan frontier by England, General 
Komarofi was retained by Russia, and if these 
facts would not indicate a confession of 


wrong on England’s side in the 
Afghan dispute. Mr. Gladstone 
stated that there was no relation 


between Lumsden and Komarolf. The latter 
was not recalled because he was in command 
ofthe Ru:sian forees, while Sir Peter had been 
eroployed in a purely civil capacity. Lumsden, 
the premier added, had not been recalled but 
hed been consulted upon thesubject, and in 
conformity with his views had been requested 
to return to England, as if had been decided 
to carry on, in London, future communications 
with Kussia about the main pointsin the Af- 
ghanffrontier,and both Sir Peter Lumsden and 
Colonel Stewart_had been directed to come to 


London. 
Earl Granville, foreign minister, in the 
house of lords, to-day stated on behalf of the 


government, that he could conceive of nothing 
better than referring the dispute over the 
Penjceh incident, involving the honor of the 
two oflicers,to the decision of a third party, in 
whom each side had perfect confidence. In 
this way the whole matier could be closed 
honorably for both sides. 
A VOTE OF CENSURE PROBABLE. 

It was rumored in the lob®s of the house of 
commons to-day that Lord Randolph Churchill 
intends to initiate a conservative vote of cen- 
sure of the government because it has failed 


to protect the interests of India. °

Decatur. He succeeded General Thom 
Black burn, who resigned and movod to tk 
prest. The real gonerals of the late war 
puperceded the militia generals of the 
Dellum peace establishment, but there a 
dingering among us a few who trace 
military title to that era. The general 
elected when he yet had aspiratious to di 
Buish himself among his fellow citizer 
puceess in law and politics, but alas efic 
soon Jaid its weighty hand upon him, an 
had to abandon his profession, and every o 
pureuit for which he was fitted. The condi 
of his eye sight became euch that he could 
read cr write sufficiently to pursue any v4 
dion which required much ot either. As m 
be inferred, the cause which produced 
mffected his whole system and rendered 
in fact an invalid. An incident of his aifec 
was peculiar—so peculiar that I never k 
orhesrd of anyone similarly afllicted, 
could not bear any illumination.

propriate notice of the death of General Thom- 
as Pinckney Smith,you say he was called gen- 
eral ‘but did not claim the title.” I do not 
know if he claimed the title but he cortainly 
$s lew fully entitled to it. Away back in the 
gortice when yet @ young man, he was elected 
price ier general of the second brigade, thir- 
teenth division Georgia militia. The brigade 
consisted of all the arms bearing citizens of the 
eourties of Baker, Thomas and I think. 
Decsiur. He succeeded General Thomas E. 
Black urn, who resigned and movod to the far 
grest. The real generals of the late war have 
puperceded the militia generals of the ante- 
bellum peace establishment, but there are yet 
jingering among us a few who trace their 
military title to that era. The general was 


glectcd when he yet had aspiratious to distin-— 


Puis!: himself among his fellow citizens by 
Fuccess in law and politics, but alas affliction 
oon Jaid its weighty hand upon him, and he 
had to abandon his profession, and every other 


pureuit for which hewas fitted. The condition 
of his eye sight became euch that he could not 
read «r write suifliciently to pursue any voca- 
Zion which required much of either. As might 
be inferred, the cause which produced this 
mffected his whole system and rendered him 
in fact an invalid. An incident of his affection 

as peculiar—so peculiar thatI never knew 
orlesrd of anyone similarly aillicted. He 
could not bear any illumination. The brilliant 
electric, the gas, the lamp or the “tallow dip’’ 
were alike to him, and he had to retire to com- 
plete darkness. But the brightest sun light he 
‘could stand, by shading his eyes with colored 
ppectecles, Which he never used however un- 
Lilthe.latter years of his life. I first knew 
him in thespring of 1844 when he resided at 
Albany, Georgia, then in the grand old county 
of Beker. That was his home when he was 
elected as general. During his residence there, 
he wes prominent as a lawyer, but was not 
adapied much to politics. He was too inde- 
pendent in his demeanoi, and too candid and 


caustic in his speech for a politician. He 
moved from Albany to Macon, but soon his 
physical inferiority alluded to, became so great 
46 to ‘orce his retirement from practice. He 
wasepativeofthe county of Laurens and 


reared there when Laurens was one of the fin- 
est counties in the state. He studied law at 
Millecceville, and I think under William H. 
Torrence. This put the genera! in contact 
with the then very able local bar, and gave 
him knowledge of distinguished men in the 
various parts of the state. He personally 
knew Samuel Rockwell, Willian H. Torrence, 
William T. Hansell, Judge L. Q. C. Lamar, 
Judge John G. Polhill, Seaborn Jones, John 
sO. 
lawyers, whose names 1 cannot just now re- 
call. Lis memory of men and events dating 
ns far back as the beginning of the political 
contest between Clark and Troup, and being a 
bright and appreciative youth, there grew up 
a friendship between them which continued 


until the death og the govenor. Valdosta, the 
govenor’s plantation home in Laurens, was the 
politicel Mecea to which many Georgians 


meade ibeir annual or semi annual pilgrimages 
to have their faith renewed and strengthened 
by that eminent Georgian, and among the 
moet faithful was General Smith. And such 


The first time the writer saw the 
govencr was in the summer of 
4849 when he was in the company of Mira- 


beau B. Lamar, of Texas, who had come from 
dhat state to visit his political father. 

As long as General Smith’s eyesight lasted 
him bho was botha student anda reader. His 
information derived from books as well as men 
was cxtensivé, and interesting. He had a 
distinctiveness of enunciation, a fluency of 


ppeech snd a fund of information, that render- 
ed him one of the most entertaining of talk- 
ers. Mc was not more widely and better known 
because of his afiliction. His knowledge of 


old Georgians, of family history, of those inter- 


esting topics that it may do to talk of, but not 
to publish, was greater than that of any one in 
my kuowledge. He knew incidents:in the 
dives of British and American celebrities that 


could be found nowhere except in the rare old 


bi the Astor library, or had been related 
io Limby some old entiquarian long since 
Blecpicg the eternal sleep’ under the daises. 
Many young men.and young -women noticing 
this quaint lookiug old gentleman upon some 
Bireet ©! our Georgia cities, and not knowing 
who lio was, would be surprised beyond de- 
Bcripiion, to learn that he knew more of their 
ancestors than they did. He could perhaps 
fell each and allthe maidens names of their 
grancr others, and of their great grandmoth- 
rs—wW iat they did not know themselves, nor 
could know in any other way. The death of 
Genera! Smith makes the third in the course 
ofa few years of the best informed upon mod- 
£tn Georgia history and Georgia poople. The 
others are William Sparks and Cincinna- 
tus Iceples. I had tad omatetal opportunity 
fo have several conversations with the latter 


durit e his Jast illness. He was more inter- 
esting than heever had been, and I could not 


help reflecting upon the precious memories 
that must with him soon perish, never to be 
revived.

Field Productions of the State of Georgia. 
From Commissioner Henderson’s Pamphlet. 
There may be states in the union which, in 
Proportion to.area, claim a larger number of 
acres of very rich lands than Georgia. There 
are,»o doubt, certain sister commonwealths 
Which, in their adaptedness to certain special 
Products, largely exceed the capacity of Geor- 
gia productions. But for the superficial extent 
of Georgia, it is questionable if there is another 
Btate in the union that is more generally 
adayted to the production of those necessaries 
and comforts of life that constitute the re- 
Bources of a prosperous and happy community. 
There is hardly a section of the state that is 
bot able by the natural resources of its soil and 
Productions to sustain a population in great 
comfert, and tor her number of squere miles it 
doubtful if there is a state in the union that 
ch countin its limits a greater number of 
healiiiul localities. Cereals do well, frem the 
movntsin to the seaboard, with probably the 
Bingle exception of wheat, which has been 
Degiecied in the past history of the agriculture 
of the state on the seaboard, from the idea that 
itcould not be profitably raised there.

their capacity was supplemented by the yield 
of cane that the counties adjacent to these are 
well edapted to produce, a sugar supply for 
the whole state would be a matter of easy 
achievement. Very partial returns of sugar 
made in Georgia, place the figures as low as 
600 hogsheads, but there is good reason for be- 
lieving that this return does not, by any 
means, give the i amount raised and 
consumed on the farms in the eane-producting 
section. The average yield of syrup from 
sugarcane is 200 gallons per acre, though as 
much as 600 gallons @n acre is by no means 
uacommon. This average yield would give at 
usual prices ($76.80) seventy-six dollars and 
eighty cents an acre—a result far better than 
the ordinary profits on an acre of cotton. Sor- 
ghum, both for forage and syrup, is now one 
of the fixed and popular crops in Georgia and 
it is a historical fact that the -people of this 
union are greatly indebted to this state for the 
first dissemination ot this most valuable agri- 
cultural resource. The profits from sorghum 
may be placed at from thirty to fifty dollars 
per acre. : 


Georgia to the production of Indian corn is as 
extended as the limits of the state. The 
northern and middle portions of Georgia may 
be said to be preminently suited to this crop, 
now regarded by the whole world as of cardi- 
nal importance to the well-being of man. But 
while these portions of Georgia may be said to 
possess pre-eminent advantages for the pro- 
duction of this staple grain, as perfect corn as 
can be grown anywhere may be seen in the 
fields and berns on our immediate sea coast. It 
may be said to have its habitat on every acre 
of arable land in Georgia. The crop is between 
twenty-five and thirty million bushels, and 
cosis in producing it one cent a pound. Oats 
are becoming more and more a favorite with 
the most intelligent and thrifty of the farmers 
of this state. As a feeding crop for work stock 
it has assumed the first importance and rank, 
and the annual product which is now about 
seven millions of bushels, will be augmented 
steadily until it will, in all probability, super- 
eede the old favorite Indian corn as a grain for 
work stock. The cost of oat production is 
about the same as corn, about one cent per 
pound. The striking advantage in an oat crop 
in Georgia, is the fact that it may be either a 
fall or spring crop. Should the better plan of 
fall sowing fail, from the untisual severity of 
the winter, the farmer hasthe chance of the 
spring sowing, which often proves very romu 
nerative There isa great tuture for the oat, 
in the prominence which this crop must as- 
sume in our farm economy. 
COTTON, 

The whole world knows the rank which 
Georgia holds as a cotton-producing gtate. She 
now stands third among the states ofthe union 
in her number ot bales. Her crop may be set 
down at about 800,000 bales; and as to quality, 
no state produces a better article. She almost 
makes a monopoly of the sea-island or long 
stepie crop, With the exception of a very 
restricted area in South Carolina and Florida, 
Georgia may be said to be the exclusive pro- 
ducer of this valuable and eagerly-sought 
variety. By large odds, it is probable that 
Georgia exceeds any other state in the extent 
of area she possesse8 which is well adapted to 
the production of the black seed cotton. In all 
the counties of the state coterminous with tho 
extreme southern tier adjoining Flofida, we 
have a surface ot about ten thousand square 
miles well adapted to the production of the 
long staple cotton, and ofa high grade. The 
yield, where proper skill and care are exér- 
cised, is about equal to the crop of short staple. 
Now, the roller gins, which heretofore, by 
their: slow performances, added so much to 
the care and cost called for in the preparation 
of this crop, are about to be superseded by bet- 
ter machines and of speedier movement, we 
may reasonably expect astrong impulse to be 
given to the cultivation of long staple cotton. 
The price of this desirable fibre is about 
double that ofshort cottons, and often even 
more than double. Onthe coast lands short 
cetton may be raised to great advantage, and 
the tendercy of the growth seems to be 
towards a longer and improved fibre. From. 
the coast to a line drawn across the state just 
below the mountain range, cotton is cultivated, 
and some fear tosuch a point of success as to 
draw ofl the attention ofthe farmers of that 
section of the state from a culture of such 
staples as would contribute -a greater sum to 
the comfort and prosperity of the community, 
We réfrain from giving the cost of cotton pro- 
duction, as that depends so largely on con- 
ditions which constantly vary.. In a vast 
number of instances cotton culture may be 
eaid te result in a most encouraging net profit 
in most of the sections of the state producing 
ihat staple where the question of labor does 
not intervene under it8 more unfavorable 
naepects. Where the farmer in Georgia owns 
hislandandheand his family supply the 
labor that produces the crop, it is highly 
reobable that more clear money !s now real- 
ized from cotton at present prices and the im- 
proved culture precticed, than at any previous 
iime in the history of our agriculture. Logs 
comes only to the man who depends on hbire- 
ling labor, badly organized and controlled,and 
— by purchased supplies. ; 

The yield per acre is from 140 pounds of lint 
to4j0. One bale to the acre, under present 
improved methods, is not at all an unusual 
crop, and as high as five bales toa single acre 
have been produced on upland, and sixteen 
bales on a patch of four acres. It is not an 
empty borst to claim for Georgia that her 
farmers and planters are pushing with-un- 
usual vigor and intelligence, methods and. in- 
quiries which promise to make her a leading 
authority in all matters pertaining to cotton 
production. ’ , : 
We.subjoin some well authenticated returns, 
mn ade chiefly to the department of agriculture 
ci the state, which gave possible result in 
the capacity of the seil of Georgia in the pro- 
duction of our leading staples. These 
exemples of good culture, while they are 
certainly better than the successes of the ordi- 
nary end slipshod tillage of the state, are at 
ihesame time not of abnormal or difficult 
echievement. These instances of fine and 
satisfactory yields illustrate the important fact 
that Georgia soil and climate respond to the 
farmer’s outlay of money and care, and that a 
very high per centage may be realized by tho 
msn who liberally and intelligently expends 
money in the yearly operations of his farm. 
The world is beginning to discover that this is 
the true secret of success in agricultural ven- 
tures. After making reasonable allowances 
for the miscarriage that follows unfavorable 
seasons, ifthe farmer secures a good interest 
on the money he loans hie farm for the year, 
he should be satisfied. This is business, on 
business principlés, and will always sustain 
the man who so conducts it.

Governor McDaniel on yesterday sold toe 
pending issue of three and a half million of 
Georgia bonds. 
Tur Constitution -odmmended the action 
SeE"sGovernor McDaniel in rejeciing all the 
bids made, under his first advertisement of 
these bonds. The wisdom of the governor's 
course is demonstrated happily in doliars 
and cents, no less than in other terms of 
advantage which be secured to the state by 
proceeding to negotiate the bondsunder pri- 
vate negotiation. As we pointed out in our 
former article the goyernor could not have 
accepted the first offer of Messrs. Wolife and 
Rogers, which alone of the first bids made 
ceseryed consideration. Hecou'!d not bring 
the gentlemen to an agreement as to the de- 
livery of the bonds, and wisely declined to 
sigu a contract that would force the state to 
have two sets of bonds amounting to three 


million each, representing the same debt, 
fioating and drawing interest at once, 
while . the money waiting to retire 


gne set of them was!]ving idle in the treasu- 
ry or loaned out at the risk of the state. 
There are those who expressed the fear that 
in rejecting all the bids made, the governor 
had acted unwisely and would never secure 
gz good a bidin the future. 

That he showed great courage and nerve in 
taking this step is nnquestionable, but it was 
the courege of common sens2 and was: backed 
by his faith in the credit and resources of the 
Staie. The result proves that his common 
eense Was right as usual, and that his faith 
was not misplaced.

It has been 
his courage and his wisdom through which 
it was brought about, and he deserves, as he 
will receive, the gratitude and the congrat- 
ulation of Georgiens for his splendid manip- 
ulation of this most important loan. 

The highest praise is due to Treasurer 
Hardemari for the skill and earnestness he 
has shown in the whole matter, and which 
has been just what his admirable adminis- 
tration of the treasurer’s office has justified 
the public in expecting.

In his statement in the house of lords Karl 
Granville did not disclose any new basis of 
the action of the boundary commission, and 
the presumption, therefore, is that the com- 
mission is left to determine the boundary 
line according to the arrangement of 1872. 
By the sgreement of that year Russia agreed 
to consider Afghanistan as the southerly 
bound of her Asiatic possessions; and to de- 
termine just where Russian aggression 
should stop a commission .was appointed, 
consisting of one Englishman, one Russian 
and one Afghan. When Afghanistan was 
put under English protection in the war that 
Lord Beaconsfield began, Russia insisted the 
boundary line should be drawn by England 
and Russia alone—that an Afghan commis- 
sioner had no more right to be heard than a 
Turcoman, and after a lengthy negotiation 
the demand of Russia was acceded to. Sir 
Peter Lumsden, an experienced Indian ofti- 
cer, assisted by Mr. Condie Stephens, a young 
diplomatist, was appointed the English com- 
missioner, and General Zeloni the Russian 
commissioner. Sir Peter Lumsden has been 
on or near the boundsry line mahy months, 
but the Russian commissioner has never ap- 
peared. The new agreement between [v1s- 
sia and England looks, of course, to an early 
meeting of the commission, and to the nen- 
tralization of the disputed territory pending 
the delimitation of the frontier. 

The boundary commission will havea dif- 
ficult task. Russia wants an ethnical lina 
and England a political line. Russia wants 
all territory occupied by Turcsmans, and 
England wants aline that will enable her to 
hold Herat and will preserve unimpaired her 
prestige in India. It was agreed in 1872 that 
Afghanistan should embrace all the territory 
that had been in actual possession of either 
Dost Mohammed or Shere Ali, but asthe 
line crosses a lonely and almost uuinhabitable 
steppe, peopled, ifatall, by nomads, it is 
very diflicult to say just where it shou'd run 
even under the agrement of 1872. Even He- 
rat is nota city of Afghans, and as to Penj- 
deh and Murghab and the other little ham- 
leis that have recently acquired so much 
importance, neither Afghan nor Tarcoman 
can clearly show who had actual coatrol and 
possession ofthem ton or more years ago.

THE PANAMA CANAL. 

The United States keeps some of its naval 
officers on the Isthmus to watch the progress 
of the canal project; and as these officers are 
expected to take a gloomy view of a French 
scheme on American soil, we certainly get in 
their reports the worst that the case admits 
of. Lieutenant McLean is confident French 
money will not hold out. Instead of 75,000,- 
000 cubic meters of excavation, it is now 
thovght the work will require 120,000,000, 
and that the cost will be $350,000,000, instead 
stimated, The 
actnal expenditure to date has been 
$74,000,000, 

We do not-see why Lieutenant McLsan’s 
figures need trouble the people of this coun- 
try; for they refused, when invited, to put 
any money in the enterprise, and they have 
not since changed their minds or the direc:

But, say the enemies of the canal, the com- 
pany will fail and the French government 
will’come to its rescue, and then the Monroe 
doctrine will be trampled underfoot. Asthe 
canal company is able to command all the 
money it needs, and as the canal wiil largely 
benefit our commerce, and as we are not 
willing to undertake its construction either 
as a people or as individuals, it would-seem 
to be wise and altogether best to keep hands 
oifthe canel until default is at least near 
enough for men engaged in fiuancial opera- 
tions to suspicion itscoming. The discredit- 
ing of this great world’s work by the United 
States is not e creditable act uader the cir- 
cumstances. The French people alone were 
ready and willing to put their hands-to the 
work, and they should not be embarrassed 
by the country that will be immonsely ben- 
efitted by the canal, even if some of our rail- 
roacs are deprived of trans-continental 
freights, = ’ 

PENSION FRAUDS, 

The democratic administration has a great 
work before it in hunting dow® and clearing 
out the pension frauds. The pension laws, 
tramed by the republicans, offer a thousand 
opportunities for swindling the government 
and the people, and it may be safely said

All this at only one pension agency. If 
these frauds are possible at Philadelphia, they 
are possible in all parts of the country, and 
as a matter of fact, they exist all over the 
country. The republican party has set a 
premium on dishonesty, and its example 
bas had a demoralizing effect everywhere, in 
the south as well as in the north. 

We have before us a letter from Mr. A. 
Griffin, who writes from Wesley, Ark. Mr. 
Griffin appears to take a somewhat humorous 
view of the pension business, but he evident- 
ly writes out of abundant knowledge. ‘I 
want,” he says, “a copy of the pension law. 
I. want to kKnow what a man has 
got to prove to geta pension. I served three 
years and a-half in the rebel army, but I can 
take fifteen or twenty dollars and prove that 
I served in the federal army. I have had 
my hip broken since the war, but I can 
prove it was done in the war.”’ 

Mr. Griffin then alludes to a. neighbor by 
name, and says: “I want to know who his 
witness is. He is drawing a pension, and it 
is said he got it through fraud. He draws 
thirty dollars a month, and he can do as 
much work as anybody. i think it is the 
duty of every honest man to guard against 
fraudin the government. There are two or 
three hundred applications for pensions from 
this county-alone, and the applicants can 
prove what they please, I think the name 
of every pensicn claimant, together with the 
names of bis witnesses, should be widely ad- 
vertised, so there could be no underground 
work,”’ 

There can be no doubt that the whole pen- 
sion business is honeycombed with frauds 
and swindles, anditis to be hoped that the 
democratic administration will promptly 
begin and vigorously carry forward a search- 
ing investigation.

His eligibility was questioned and 
Attorney-General Garland upon an investigation

maintaining that Mr. Layton, by virtue ‘of his 
pardon, had “become a new man,’ had been in- 
dorsed with “new credit and capacity,” and that, 
his guilt haying been ‘‘blotted out,’ he had be- 
come ‘‘as innocent as if he had never committed 
the offense.’”?’ As soon as the question of his eligi- 
bUity assumed importance enough to render a 
legal analysis of his case necessary, Mr. Lawton 
declined the appointment and has refused 
to reconsider if. 
official statement of the attorney general was 
clearly in his favor and the president's acceptance 
of 1t was unhesitating. Mr. Lawton saw in the 
whole matter a possible embarrassment to the ad- 
ministration and has respectfully but firmly per- 
sisted in his declination. Mr. Lawton has shown 
himself a large man in this business, and Presi- 
dent Cleveland has not been slow to discover it, as 
his letter to Mr. Lawton bears abundant testimony, 
Mr, Lawton bas shown true nobility of character 
and not a little of the heroic in his attitude 
and has fully justified the administration in se- 
lecting him for the important mission to which he 
was assigned. The question of his eligibility will, 
no doubt, be settled beyond question in due time, 
and if it shall appear, as we have no doubt it will, 
that be is entitled to all the rights of an American 


_ citizen he cannot bave too large a trust confided 


to his caréto suit thdse who admire true manli- 
ness and courage, Four years at the Russlan 
court. no matter how ably Mr. Lawton, 
might acquit himself, would. even under the most 
favorable circumstances, fail to win for him the 
prestige and promiuvence which his simple mauli- 
ness has secured to him in an emergency which 
would have betrayed the weakness of most men. 
Mr. Lawton has not posed fora hero or a victim, 
but has yielded to a chivalric sense of what was 
due to himself and to the administration 
which had expressed its confidence in his 
ability and moral worth. It is positively refresh- 
ing to have to deal with an episode in the life of 
such a man as Mr. Lawton. and we can readily 
understand why President Cleveland in his letter 
to Mr. Lawton, should regret his determination to 
decline the honor conferred on him, and by 
which, in the language of the president, the ad- 
ministration is deprived of his ‘honorable and 
valuable service in the mission to Russia.”’ Both 
the administration and Mr. Lawton are to be con-

To guarantee this tiade | 
the purchasers have placed in the treasury of the. 
state $172,750, which is to be used as a temporary 
loan, authorized by resolution of the legislature 
of December,1884,and which is payable July 1.1886 
with six,per cent interest,provided the purchasers 


receive and pay for allthe bonds according to 
contract. In case of failure in any particular, this 


sum is held to reimburse the state for any lossor 


expense that may accrue in selling the bonds to 
others at risk of the purchasers. It will thus be 
seen there isno possible danger of loss to the 
State il the four and one-half per cent bonds can 
be sold at 95516, net, 

To understand and appreciate this transaction 
Our readers must recall that the legislature Pag 
thorized the sale of $3,455,000 bonds, with iuterest 
not exceeding five per cent, and running thirty 
years, to pay principal of debt falling due in the 
years 1885 and 1886. The act provided for sale by 
competitive bidding or private negotiation, ana 
expressly authorized the governor to reject all 
bids after advertisement and to proceed to sell the 
bonds at private sale, if the public interest re- 
quired. The task committed to the 
discretion of the executive was most 
important andj difficult. The general opinion 
was that bonds bearing a lower rate of iuterest 
than 5 per Cent could not be sold at par—the act 
forbidding the sale of any bond below par,no mat- 
ter what interest it bore. To get afgood pric for 
the bonds,it wasnecessary to attract wide attehtion 
and competition. Proposals to sell the amount 
needed in 1£85, would not have attracted attention 
and the sale would have been at 5 per cent at a 
slight premium. This would have fixed the price 
fof the bonds sold in 1886. After extensive cor. 
respondence and thorough investigation, the goy. 
ernor and treasurerand attorney general concurred 
in 8 plan foradvertising the entire loan—fxing 
times of delivery and amounts Swith [reference to 
necessities of the state, and at the same time pre. 
paring for sale of only part of theissue for imme* 
diate delivery infcase bids‘for}whole issue were no 
satisfactory. The bonds were extensively advertised 
in newspapers, but more particularly by means of 
circulars, and public documents bearing upon the 
finances of the state,sent by the treasurer to banks, 
bankers and capitalists throgehout 
the country. The result was 
surprisingly good bids, aggregating seventeen to 
eighteeu millions. After thorough investigation, 
the gevernor ten days ago rejected sll the bids, 
because the terms did not suit. This boldstep 
showed his confidence (of the governor) in the 
credit of the state. The {Wolffe and 
Rogers’s bid was par for 4% per cent 
bonds—entire issue — but deliverable at 
such times as the state did not need the mouey, 

To meet this position Messrs. Wolffe and Rogers 
arranged to loan all of the moneyso realized to 
the strongest banks and trust companiesof the 
money centers of. New York, Philadelphia and 
Boston at such ratesas would have netted the 
state a loss ofnot exceeding a half of one per cent, 
or $17,000 when the dates of deliveries were avers 
aged, which loss would be insignificant compared 
to the gain to the state in credit, and wouid heme, 
been totally recovered in the prompt retirement of 
the old bonds, which could then have been calle? 
in by the state. 

The governor, however, determined that there 
might be unjustifiable risk in lending the money, 
and decided to adhere strictly tothe langu we ag 
well as spirit of the act, and insisted upou delivers 
ies as stated in the advertisement, 

After the announcement that all bids had been 
rejected, there was considerable correspondence 
abd flattering bids for portions orallof the loan 
on basis of parfor4% per cent bonds. Some of 
these came from New York, others from Geor- 
gians. Messrs. Wolfe and Rogers advanced their 
offer this time on terms of delivery satisfactory 
to the state. 

Yesterday,their offer was accepted. The premiam 
amounts to nearly $11,0C0 and will more than 


cover cost of engraving the bonds, advertisiagand — 


exchange, in paying off maturing bouods—theré 
beipg. vo commission paid to anybody—so that it 
sale will net the state more than for the entire 
loan, and is more than 8 per cent better than amy 
bid contrested with any bid, under the advertise 
ment, or made since the rejection of those bids, 
for any part or all of the loan. The price paid for 
the bonds is the highest offered by anybody. There 
were bids for at least $300,000 or $400,000 by Geor 
gians’at par for 4%4 per centjbonds.

MRS. B, B. COMSTOCK SWALLOWS 
AN OVERDOSE OF THE DRUG, 


A Lady on Luckie Street Has a Severe Toothachs 
and Takes Laudanum to Kililthe Pain—She is 
Foundin a Critical Condition by Her 
Son—Her Life is. Saved. 


Mrs. E. B. Comstock and son reside at 49 
Luckie steret, corner of Cone street. 
They came to Atlanta about one month azo. 


They are from New York state, and have a 
very limited number of acquaintances in this 
city. 

The house they occupy is nicely fur- 
nished, and was nee by them 
with a view to ‘ ‘entertaining a 
few boarders. Yesterday morning about 10 
o'clock the son, who is grown, answered the 
door bell and found atthe door a lady who 
wanted to secure board. The young gentleman 
conducted the lady into the parlor, and, re- 
questing her to take a chair, went to his 
mcther’s room to ask her to see the caller. 


Vhen the young man entered his mother’s 
room he found her lying on her bed apparent- 
ly asleep. He was somewhat.surprised at 
his mother being asleep so early 
in the morning and called her, but received 
roresponse. Again hecalled her, but with 
the same result. Then, approaching the bad, 
he placed his hand upon his mother, but this 
did not arouse her. The soundness. of his 
mother’s sleep frightened the son, and a 
servent was called. Soon after the servant 
entered the rcom a laudanum bottle was found 
near the bed. Halfof the contents or more 
was gone, and then the son knew 
why his mother was so hard to 
arouse. Instruciing the servant 
to watch his mother, the young man hurried 
out fora physician. Drs. Westmoreland and 
Howell responded tothe call, and when they 
reached Mrs. Comstock she was almost be- 
yond the power of help. She was sleeping so 
soundly that the sleep had the appearance of 
death. The physicians, however, went to work 
with awill, Every known antidote was used. 
She was made to walk about 
and everything sossible was 
done to inject life into her. Race residing in 
the section of the city in which tho lady lives 
entered the house and aided the physicians in 
every way. Rumors of the affair went out, 
and at one time it was positively asserted that 
the lady had taken the laudanum with a 
suicidal intent. Her son, however, denied the 
story vehemently and asserted that his mother 
had by accident taken’ -Yn overdose of 
co nek ecalge The physicians found the case a 
stubborn one end up to six o’clock yesterday 
afternoon they feared the worst. Fortunately 
a change forthe better was observed abeut 
derk, and at midnight Dr. Howell declared 
the lady out ot danger. Dr. Howell and Dr. 
J. D. Wilson remained with her all: night. 
The physician stated at midnight that Mrs. 
Comstock bad not attempted to kill herself, 
but that her dangerous condition was due to 
an accident. She bad been guffering in- 
tensely with a toothache and took 
a dose of laudanum to gecure relief. By acci- 
dent she took too much. The physicians a3- 
certained this fact from Mra. Comstock after 
she was able to talk. The lady is fifty-five 
years of age and is greatiy admired by the 
few acquaintances she has made since she 
came to Atlanta. 
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HE WANTED TO DIE. 


John J, Leach, an Unfortunate Young Man, 
Swallows Laudanum-— He Still Lives. 

“Yes, I drank aphial of laudanum and I 
£m going oul m the woods by tha East Ten- 
nessee shops and die.” 

That was what John J. Leach, a young 
white man, said to Patrolman Hitsen yester- 
day morning. The young man was then on 
Peters, walking towards the East Tennessee 
shops. Het made the startling re- 
mark in repyy to 2 question from the patrol- 
man. “ 

Pstrolmen Hitson was on duty on West 
Peters, and was approached by a peraon who 
pointed Leach out and asserted that he had 
ewollowed laudanum with suicidal intent. 
This information induced the patrolman to 
approach Leach, and when Leach admitted 
the truth of the story Patrolman Hitaon 
took him in charge and _ = conducted 
him to police headquarters, where 
medical attention was given him and where 
he remained all night. 

Leach is a well-known character in Atlanta. 
He is a paralytic and consequenily is unable 
to do hard work. He is not more than twenty- 
seven years of age and has had a hard row to 
hoe through life. During the recent existence 
of Frank Small’s Sunday Record, Leach was 
connected with that paper as collector and 
mailing clerk. He was a faithful and 
industrious employe and was well carep 
for by Mr. Small, but when the Record went 
under Leach was thrown out of work. Since 
then he has been unfortunate in securing a 
position. He had nothing ahead, andsoon his 
iiie was oneofchance. NHelived though as 
best he could, without uttering a complaint, 
until night before last, when use asserted, in 
he presence of some friends, that he intended 
to kill himself because he could find nothing 
to do. Early yesterday morning 

2 secured a phial of laudanum and 
drank it. Some one who had heard him 
threaten his own life saw him swallow it and 
reported the fact. 

Last night Leach was out of danger. He 
said that he regretted what he had done, but 
having done it he regretted that he had not 
succeeded. He will hardly try it again.
